Pointing to the essential need for 
the new building, Mr. Jackson said 
that a church built to accomodate 
96 persons was used this Easter 
Sunday by more than 600 at four 
services. 

“We must expand to provide a 
spiritual home adequate for our 
parish family,” he said. 

History of Holy Trinity goes back 
to 1884, when the community of 250 
persons had no Protestant church. 
In July of that year, Col. and Mrs 
E. E. Eyre and other residents ar- 
ranged for the Rev. William Stowe, 
who had resigned a church in Red- 
wood City, to hold Protestant Epis- 
copal churches in the town school- 
house. 

In 1885 and 1886, funds were rais- 
ed for the first church building and 
it erected on ground on Felton lane 
across from the Felton estate, with 
Mr. Stowe as rector. In 1895, a 
young priest, Edward L. Persons, 
became Mr. Stowe’s assistant. Mr. 
was destined to become 
bishop of California. 

In August, 1897, the building was 
moved to a lot on Oak Grove ave- 
nue near Laurel street ...a uni- 
que move in that a service was con- 
ducted while the structure was en 
route on rollers. 

After My. Parsons married in 
1897, the first rectory was estab- 
lished, utilizing a lodge at the 
west gate of the Hopkins estate. 
This was the unofficial rectory 
until the one on Ravenswood ave- 
nue was built in 1913. 

In May, 1898, a vestry and guild 
room was built. 

Mr. Parsons resigned as rector in 
May, 1900, to accept a call to St. 
Matthews in San Mateo and the 
Rev. N. B. W. Gallway of New York 
was named in his place. In July, 
1903, six acres of land were brought 
on the northeach corner of Laurel 
and Ravenswood. 

It is on a portion of this land 
that the present buildings stand and 
the new church is to be built. 

Mr. Gallway went to St. Matthews 
church in April, 1904. Succeeding 
rectors were the Rev. Kingsley 
Blodgett, the Rev. Hugh E. Mont- 
gomery, the Rev. Ralph P. Smith 
and the Rev. Charles Edward Fritz. 
Improvements to buildings and 
grounds were made during their 
years of service. 

Mr. Jackson became rector in 
1945. In 1947, the church building 
again was moved, this time to its 
oresent site facing Pine street on 
the lot that contains the rectory 
and parish house.
